Additional payments were made out of C & A to 
Di Franco, Ltd., Di Franco, P.A., and to A & C Corporation. 
The payments to 
appear to be inflated and a potential source of massive 
kickbacks., Payments to A & C from C & A appear to be $2,000.00 
per month and may be a portion of the $1,000.00 per month 
kickbacks. A & C appears to be another shell corporation 
providing few services. 


All the above kickbacks are currently bieng investi- 
gated by Chicago under a Racketeer Inf fuenced and Corrupt 
Organizations (RICO) case entitled, "Consultants and Adminis- 
trators, Inc; Et. Al." (Chicago file number 183-214). ‘The 
Employee Retirement Income Security Act (ERISA) case will be 
limited to proving the allegation that the above-mentioned 
C & A and Pinckard employees were each returning $1,000.00 
a month out of their monthly paychecks to Milano Senior, who in 
turn paid Angelo Fosco, Alfred Pilotto, James Caporale, and 
Dominic Senese. 


On January 27, 1978, this case_was presented to 
Assistant United States Attorney (AUSA) 
Chicago Strike Force. ausal state that the allegations, 


if proven, would represent a prosecutable violation under

In 1972, Daniel Milano, Senior (who died of natural 
causes on Wovember 23, 1977) formed Consultants and Administrators 
(C&A), Inc., 220 South Ashland, Chicago, Illinois, and contracted 
with the Chicago Laborers District Council and two Teamster 
Locals to provide dental services to the unions. It has been 
alleged that to receive the contract, weekly cash payments of 
$1,000.00 were paid to: 


Angelo Fosco, President, Laborers International 

Alfred Pilotto, President, Laborers Local No. 5 

James Caporale, Secretary - Treasurer, Chicago Laborers 
District Council 

Dominic Senese, President, Teamsters Local No. 703 


In order to generate the cash necessary to make the 
payments to the above officials, it is alleged that the salaries 
of certain employees of C & A were inflated sufficiently to allow 
the employees to return $1,000.00 out of each paycheck to Milano 
Senior. The employees who were allegedly returning the $1,000.00 
cash per month each were:
